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THE FORT OF THE WORLD. 

A recent number of Chambers' Journal 
contained an article embodying somo in- 
teresting facts regarding Liverpool, the 
greatest sen port of England and of the 
world. It appears that in li>57 nearly 
one half of 'all the products exported from 
England were shipped from Liverpool. — 
Out of £122,000,000 of exportation, Et&v 
000,000 wore exported from Liverpool, 
about half that amount from London, six- 
teen millions from Hull, and the rest from 
Glasgow, Southampton, &e. The popula- 
tion within four miles of the Exchtingo, at 
the present time is fiuout 600,000, and the 
rate of annual increase about 10,000, The 
property and income tax paid by the inhabi- 
tants in 1857, amounted to upwards of 
£7,000,000, or §35,000,000, The amount 
of tonnage belonging to the port in the 
sumo year was 030,022 tons, being greater 
by 76,882 tons than that of London itself. 
The amount of shipping which entered and 
cleared during the .same year was upwards 
of nine million tons! Of the vessels which 
arrived from abroad, the 1 nitod States 
sent by far the largest and most numerous, 
viz : 934 ships, of an average burthen of 
more than one thousand tons. There wore 
from Italy 171 vessels, from llussia 102 
and from Franco 317. 

One great branch of the shipping busi- 
ness of Liverpool, is the shipment of emi- 
gration to foreign and colonial countries. 
The tide, of Herman emigration, even now, 
(Iowa through England and escapes 
through Liverpool, in preference to Ham- 
burg and Bremen. Of tho 212,875 British 
emigrants in lfv>7, nearly 165,000 sailed 
from this port. Of the ahove number, the 
l'nited Stales attracted 120,005, British 
America 21,000 and Australia 61,248. The 
number of emigrants who left the shores of 
Great Britan from ISloto lSj~, was upwards 
of four millions and a half. 
The pride of Liverpool is her docks, 

which cover a gpaCO OI no less than four 
hundred acres of water along the Mersey. 
They extend on the Liverpool side of tho 
river a distance of live miles, nud two 
miles on the Birkenhead side. The sea- 
wall along the Liverpool side by which trie 
shipping in the docks is presorved from 
wind and storm, is one of the greatest 
works of any age. Its length is upwards 
of live miles, its average thickness eleven 
feet, and its average height from tho foun- 
dation, forty feet. Grool difficulty was 



experienced in gaining a stable foundation 
for this great structure, and thousands of 
piles wen; driven and many great beams of 
timber sunk to secure in firm bottom. Up- 
wards of eighty pairs of gigantic gates 
have been put up within tho last thirty 
years, and sunn of them reach to the uu- 
parullod width of one hundred feet.

AvRon.vBovEALis am* tue Telegraph. - 
Tho offixii at the Aurora on the electric tel- 
egraph is generally to increase or diminish 
the electric current vised in working the 
wires. Sometimes it entirely neutralizes 
them, so that, in effect no fluid is discover- 
able ill them. The aurora horealis seems 
to bo composed of a mass of electric nmttt r, 
resembling in every respect, that generated 
by the electric galvanic battery. The cur- 
rents from it change coining on tho w ires, 
and then disappear: tho mass of the aim rn. 
rolls from the horizon to the zenith.

Yostorday morning between four ami live 
o'clock the town was alarmed by tin: cry of 
lire< buariviugot thosccne of alurni, the 
UaniCS were bursting from the east end 
of the large two-story wooden building on 
the corner of Government ami Johnson 
streets, owned by Tims.

retail liquor store, having a stock of liquors 
variously valued from $6000 to §8000; but 
the lire hail obtained Blicll headway before 
it was discovored that only two hogsheads 
of porter were saved from destruction. .Mr. 
Miles who had charge of the establishment 
and two others, who slept up stairs, were 
only aroused bv a sense of suiibcntion, 
barely escaping in their night clothes: one 
party escaping from the window and an- 
other by the stair — it falling beneath bis 
feet. The Union lintel, which was only 
separated from the burnt house by a vacant 
lot 20 feet wide, narrowly escaped entire 
destruction. At one time tho whoio side, 
ami tho lining in the second story wore 
on lire : but owing to the great exertions 
of ogr citizens, the firo was subdued. One 
half the hotel was entirely gutted. The 
Stock and furniture was thrown into the 
street. At one time it was supposed that 
the (ire would extend to Boyloy's Hotel and 
eventually sweep the whole block.
